SPRINGFIELD — Two area coun- 
tie have already taken advantage 
of @ new state law intended to help 
counties recover some of the addi- 

opal administrative costs for pro- 

ting driving under the influence 
(DUI) cases. é 

he Madison County Board was 
the first in the area to implement the 
inerease from the previously 
authorized $5 surcharge to a $30-sur- 
charge on DUI defendants. The in- 
creased fee was authorized under, a 
law signed by the governor a few 
oe ea ago. . 

‘Phe higher fee went into effect on 
Oct. 15 in Madison County. 

Madison ‘County Associate, Judge 
Edward Ferguson, the eaheipal 
judge responsible for DUI cases in 
the 3rd Circuit, said‘the new $30 fee 
should generate an estimated $50,000 
more a year towards the extra ad- 
ministrative costs connected with 
the crush of DUI prosecutions under 
the new state DUI law. 

“There certainly have been ex- 
perses which are unique to the DUI 
program. That extra income will be 
of assistance,” Ferguson said. 

He estimated 2,000 DUI cases will 
be prosecuted each year in Madison 
County under the new law. 

Ferguson himself spends a day 
and a half each week solely handling 
DUI cases and he estimated at least
